Thus it i has in all its ramb- 
lings served many people and yet it 
is still, in the vicinity ready to serve 
again. 


If sent away to distant merchants 
that little ten dollar bill is gone for 
good.* It may serve to build up a dis¬ 
tant city as far as the home com¬ 
munity is concerned it has beVn 
drained of just that much working j 
capital. 

And it doesn^fc take much imagina¬ 
tion to make this'’apply to the whole 
country and finally to the Empiire. I

This is the time Of year in which a 
flood of magazine solicitors is let 
loose on the West, from Eastern pub¬ 
lishing houses. Their sales’ talk this 
year is a ... very high-powered affair, 
starting briskly with “Made in Cana¬ 
da” goods and working gradually up 
to reading matter. These agents 
seem to be quite nice boys* ail strug¬ 
gling to get through some Eastern 
college and if perseverence helps, 
they’ll make it. But our main quar¬ 
rel with them, is that in spite of the 
fact that their victim states that he 
.has subscribed through a local agent 
and intends to renew through the lo¬ 
cal agent, they still persist in trying 
to make a sale. They don’t grasp the 
small town viewpoint. 

And there should be a small town 
loyalty in this little matter, quite as 
much as in larger ones. Every town 
has some Canadian magazine agent, 
who certainly is entitled to prefer¬ 
ence over strangers in the matter of 
magazine subscriptions. 

The same holds true.'of itinerant 
peddlers of any other kinds of goods. 
If you buy from them, the money is 
spent elsewhere. Buy from the local 
merchant and the money is distribut¬ 
ed for the good of the town. 

Ail of which brings up the respon¬ 
sibility of mail order houses in sup- 
. porting the thousand small town ac¬ 
tivities up and down the West—the 
activities that help in building up ev¬ 
ery town. 

Did you notice any representative 
of the mail order houses at last Sun¬ 
day’s band concert, at the ball games 
at the school concert, at any war 
memorial meetings, at any Ladies’ 
Aid teas They were not there, enter¬ 
ing into things as they* should have 
done. But in their place were all our 
own townspeople, who are expected 
to support churches, schools, all lo¬ 
cal development.

As I had no 
money to invest in cattle in those 
early days of struggle, and as there 
was no work to be had to earn any 
cash, we had to live on what produce 
we could raise. 

Our principal but precarious means 
of livelihood those first years of 
homesteading in Alberta, was one 
cow Then we got two cows the next 
year, and later added chickens and 
turkeys. Then 1 borrowed $200 to 
buy some heifers which-started me in 
the cattle business. 

My best helpmate was my wife.” 

Mr. Thomson still conducts a mix¬ 
ed farming business, contending that 
it is the safest way of farming. 

These reminiscences from old tim¬ 
ers, which are asked for by the Her¬ 
ald, furnish fascinating reading for 
all interested in the real story of our 
pioneers. A wealth of personal ex¬ 
perience has been gathered by the 
Herald which will have real value

Let us turn for a moment to the 
big game situation. As you are all 
aware, the supply of big game is as¬ 
sured through the conservation meas 
ures in the national parks and 
through the natural overflow from 
these parks. A$ the same time, there 
should be judicious regulations in re¬ 
spect of big game shooting.

Eire' Men Narrowly Escape Serious 
Accident Travelling on Speeder 


If People Tighten I p on Careless Ex 
..penditure—All Will be Well

Five men on the C.P.R. construc¬ 
tion gang had a narrow escape from 
death near Blackie last Friday night. 

According to Constable Hull of the 
Vulcan detachment of the A. P. P., 
Joe Blaemert, Louis de Soeutelle, 
Wm. Lariviere were on their way 
south, having left Blackie about 
10:15 p.m. About the same time, but 
unknown to the men, a gravel train 
was proceeding northward, the cars 
being pushed by the engine and ca- 
Doose. The conductor of the freight 
train was seated on the head end ot 
the train with a red light, but evi¬ 
dently in the darkness the men failed 
to see it. The speeder struck the 
train just as they were leaving the 
new Arrowwood switch and passing 
on to the main line. The conductor, 
who evidently saw the men, but was 
unable to halt them, stopped the 
train immediately after the crash. 

Dr. Burke of Vulcan, arrived on 
the scene with Constable Bull and 
found that Louis Soeutelle was the 
most seriously injured. He suffered 
a lacerated forehead, fractured left' 


That there must be a general tight 
ening up of careless expenditure in 
order to cope with present conditions 
seems to be the opinion of those in a 
position to know most accurately, 
world affairs. This was the express¬ 
ed opinion of a widely experienced 
visitor in Vulcan this week. Hav¬ 
ing recently returned from an exten¬ 
sive tour, he 3aid that financial lead¬ 
ers are all realizing that a drastic 
re-adjustment must take place, in the 
lavish scale of living, in order that a 
proper balance may be restored. Com 
mencing with the top, the govern¬ 
ments— dominion and provincial — 
should lop off all excess. The multi¬ 
plicity of government officials in this 
land of small population is appalling. 
It is estimated that one person out 
of every ten in Can ada is a govern¬ 
ment official, whichTF^ itself consti¬ 
tutes terrific waste of revenue. New 
budgets to meet the conditions of fin¬ 
ancial depression are necessary, 
from federal affairs down through 
provincial and municipal, to individ¬ 
uals. The habits of extravagance de¬ 
veloped in recent prosperous years 
will have to be checked, to meet the 
possible stringency of the future. The 
speaker, to instance how far we have 
travelled along the road of reckless 
expenditures, recalled his own boy¬ 
hood on a farm in Eastern Canada, 
where the total c^sh proceeds from 
the farm amounted for years to about 
$500 per year. Yet a family of eight 
was brought up on that farm, clothed 
ajid fed, and the mortgage paid off. 
Nowadays young people would spend 
i about $500 just in gasoline for the 
year. It is just one indication of the 
careless extravagance of the present 
age. The recent period of inflated 
values must necessarily be followed 
by_a period of economy, before nor¬ 
mal conditions will be restored.

Alberta Text Books Do Not Come 
Under Disapproval 


1 The Canadian Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, through its business commit¬ 
tee, has made some recommendations 
in regard to the use of text-books in 
Canadian schools which are well 
worth prying attention to. Four of 
these are as follows; 

That a “health series” published in 
Boston be withdrawn wherever used. 

That Canadian and English prose- 
writers be given preference over Am¬ 
erican in literature courses. 

That separate courses in citizen¬ 
ship and commercial geography be 
instituted. 

(That Provincial Ministers of Edu¬ 
cation arrange round table conferen¬ 
ces to secure conformity in text¬ 
books. 

Referring to, the commendations 
the Edmonton Journal sees in them 
an unconscious compliment to Alber¬ 
ta in the fact that none of the recom 
mendations is applicable to this 
Province. Alberta does not use the 
objectionable U.S. health series. Al¬ 
berta lists no literature text book 
published in the United States in its 
compulsory reading. Alberta already 
has courses in citizenship and com¬ 
mercial geography. And finally, Al¬ 
berta is favorable to conference with 
other provinces. In fact, says the 
Journal, it has not waited for -confer¬ 
ences to improve the quality and 
scope of the text-books prescribed by 
the department.—Lethbridge Herald.
